The note as delivered to the German government by Ambassador Gerard also notifies Germany 


that the United States will contend for its rights as a neutral without compromise and at any cost. 


There is one feature of the n^te which Washington expects to jo far toward allaying ar.ti-Arneri- 


cr,n feeling in Germany, which ths note is expected to arouse. 
TLe president's warning that "the 


'Jnited States will contend for American n^hts without compromise nnd at nny cost," is made to ap- 
uly equally to Great Britain as well as to Germany. 
''These rig-hlr,'1 the note states, "will be pro- 


tected in whatever quarter they are violated." 


The note positively declines Germany's offer of a few ships on which Americans will be immune 


frorp ;itlac>, but states that the Urited States is in perfect accord with Germany's contention for free- 
do;r of the seas. The eflect. of the note, as viewed in Washington, iste leave it absolutely within the 
power cf Germany to determine whether or not a break between the two countries shall come.
